These decrees 
viokited neutral rights on the seas; but it was des 
claved in the preambles to them, that this violeti- 
on was rendered necessary by certain orders in 
council of England which enforced a greater 
violation of neuual tights. We, upon the ap- 
pearance of these decrees, issued other orders n 
council,eoforcing other violations ofnentval rights, 
Doch parties were complained of by America.—

an enemy's ship was approaching the mouth 
of the harbor, also another ship (tnerchant 
man) was also standing in. The wind was 
N. E. directly ahead for a ship coming in; 
the tide was also on the abb, The ship

so hoisted the sane kind of colors ; the ship 
being amable to fetch into the bay leading 
into this harbor, was obliged to go mto West 
bay. The frigate crowded all sail & gained 
fast apon the metchantman, and when within 
3 miles of hec, hauled down the American 
colors and hoi-ted English, firing a gun to 
windward, The mershsatchip ding that 
she would inevitably be captared, was ran 
on shore, and immediately cut away her 
masts and scuttled ker; in the mean time, 
he landed acohsiderable quantity of his car 
go, consisting of silks. * 

This ship proved to be the Whampoa, 
from L'Orient (France) loaded with bran- 
dy, silks, &c. She had also dispatches 
for our government, whirh were safely land- 
ed. 
The enemy heat up to within two miles of 
where the W. lay eground, fired upon her 
for 8 or 10 minutes, and then manned one of. 
her boats to take her. The W. reserved 
her fire till the boat was close to her, and be 
ing armed with 16 guns, then opened their 
fire upon her. The boat immediately put 
back with 4 oars only, when she came up 
she rowed with 20: The officer command. 
ing the boat was seen to fell. 

The frigate then manned tltee bonts, in 
cluding their launch. During this time the 
captain and crew of the Whampoa were un- 
loading her of her silks. The ship, howe- 
ver, having heeled, owing to the full of the 
tide,he could not bring his gans to bear, and 
thought it prudent to land, and defend the 
ship inthe best maoner he could from the 
shore. Ile fought, but with little effect. 

The English gained possession of the 
ship. and tock out of her one or more loads 
ot goods. At this moment a militia com- 
pany from this town, under captain Pierce, 
gained a landing upon Narraganset, & pro; 
ceeded to her relief; and at the same mo- 
ment the gun boat hove in sight. Which 
circumstances induced the English to quit 
their plunder, after setting fire to the ship, 
Capt. P's company boarded the burning ship, 
and extinguished the fire. A greatpart ofher 
cargo will be saved, especially the brandy 
in the lower hold. 

On the appearante of the frigate, the dif- 
ferent militia companies turned out, & capt. 
Fry’s independent company, with several 
others, went over on Jonestown, but the fer- 
ry boats being, one on shore and the other 
repairing, there was but one company that 
succeeded in getting on tho main land; if 
they had the ship would have been saved. 
with che loss of her sails, and masts only.— 
The Whampes is owned and bound for N. 
York.

Capt. Varnum and Mr. Page stated to 
us, that on Monday morning at 8 o'clock : 
being then opposite Cepe Cod Light, a 
large frigate came up with and passed 
them under a crowd of sail, with 8 fresh 
breeze at N., E. and thick squally wea 
ther. At noon, the same day, capt. V 
passed’a large frigate ashore at Pol 
lock's Rip, between Naniucke Island & 
Cape Cod. 

The frigates masts were all gone by 
the board, and she had 16 ports of » 
side on her guo deck, and captain V. 
presumes sheis the came frigate that 
passed him in the morning—that he 
had no deubt of her being a British Fri. 
gate of the largest class, and that she 
would be lost.

Better or more civilized treat 
ment cannot be expected fron aset of 
men who lived by capturing aad robbing 
our ships and merchandize on the acern 
during a time of profound peace. Frec» 
booters and highwaymen could not diss 
play less honor or humanity towards the 
victims of their depredations than do thé 
British towards Americans, in most cases, 
In these scenes cf villainy and desola- 
tion, thocitisensof Bzllimore, of all es- 
es und parties. muy perceive wha: they 
have to calculate an, if the enemy shoud 
ever he suffered to gain a foothold iu this 
place. A conviction of tke savage and 
vindictive disposition of the foe should 
inspire us with en invincible resolution 
to expel them cr to dis if they attempt 
toinvede us. A few individual instan- 
ces of courtesy and liberality on the part 
of the British ought not to lessen our 
abhorrence of their general conduct. 
We wast view them as strangers to ci- 
viliz tion in their warfare, The affric 
of Havre de Grace demonstates what 
they are capable of commiting. Even 
those who have heretofore thought most 
favourably of them, begin to see them 
in therr tive colors. Let no man ex- 
pect to find mercy at their hands, ex- 
cept by suing for it at the expense cf his 
feeling and his honor , and we hepe that

Havre-De-Grace, May 3. 

«This morning, a little afier the break of day, 
a British armed force, under cover of armed ves- 
sels which anchored in front of this town in ele- 
ven large barges, landed below a small breast 
work which had been roughly thrown up, and in 
which were one 9 and two 4pounders, manned 
by 50 militia; the vessels in front of the town 
threw 3 Congreve rockets, one of which passed 
through a frame house without further damage ; 
another struck a Mr. Webster on the left side of 
the head, and killed him on the spot; the attack 
was s surprise, and there was neither an organis- 
ed resistance nor defence—about 6 o'clock; afew 
of the militia who had occupied the small redoubt, 
evacuated i: and abandoned the town ; the enemy 
possessed themselves of the 9 pounder, and two 4 
pounders, and afterwards proceeded with torches 
and other combustibles prepared for the purpose, 
to conflagriite several et the houses. The two 
taverns and thirteen other houses were burnt to 
the cronnd,two stahles and several stacks of hay 
were also hurnt ; they plundered all of the inka- 
tants whom they found, women and children in- 
discriminately, ripping open feather beds and 
throwing the feathers tothe wind, and taking 
with them the ticking; women and children’s 
clothes were also taken from their persons ; they 
burnt every vessel here except one which lay sunk 
on the east side of the Susqnehanna. 

“In the afternoon, between 2 and 3 o’cléck, 
there were 4 vessels on fire, 3schonners and a 
sloop. After having given this specimen oftheir 
relizion and made of warfare. worthy of their an. 
cient and established character, maurauding and 
burning, they crossed the river and burnt Cecil 
Furnace, a blacksmith’s shop, a grist and saw 
mili, & their characteristic malignity ; they burnt 
the bridge by which alone travelling in carriages 
can be effected on the post road. 

« Thirteen barges lay afloat half a mile below 
the town, & threatened publicly to burn Charles- 
ton this mori. ing. 

«<The alarm which this invasion occasioned, 
extended in every direction to the distance of se- 
veral miles ; and men, women and children, with 
furniture, horses, cattle, sheep, &c. were seen Íly- 
ing in exerv direction.—The bay side is generally 
abandoned.”

They say, fresh provisi- 
ons they mustand will have; and if the inhabi- 
tants do not fireupon them property shall be re- 
spected ; but if fired on. they will retaliate. ‘They 
burn all the vessels and craft they meet with.

On the homeward 
passage, in September following, he was impress- 
ed and taken øn board the Peacock, a British 
sloop of war, und compelled to do duty: That 
while en board that vessel; he made many unsuc- 
cessful attempts to his friends, informing them ef 
his situation. Ile further saith; that after he 
heard of the war, himself and two other impress 
ed American seamen, who were on heard the 
Peacock, went aft, to the captain, claimed to be 
censidered American prisoners of war, and refus. 
ed to do duty any longer. ‘hey were ordered off 
the quarter deck, and the captain called for the 
moder at army, and ordered us to he put in irons; 
we were then Kept in irons about twenty four 
hours, when we were taken out, bronght to the 
gangway, strip d efour clothes, tied and whip- 
ped, each one dozen and a hall lashes, and put to

He further saith, that he was kept on board 
the Peacock, and done duty till the ation with 
the Hornet—after the Hornet hoisted Ameiican 
colours, he and the other impressed Americans 
again went to the captain of the Peacock, asked 
to be sent below, said it was an American ship, 
and that they did not wish to fight against their 
country. The captain ordered us to our quar- 
ters; called midshipman Stene to do his duty— 
and if we did not do our duty, to blow our brains 
out.—aye!! gye!!“ was answered by Stone, 
who then held a pisto! to my head, and ordered 
us to our places. We then rcontinued at out 
plates, and was compelled to fight till the Pea. 
cock struck ; and we were liberated after an im- 
pressment of about two goare ora eight months.

He 
appeared several times as a volunteer in 
the field of hosor, & his companions in 
arms, among whom were four of his bto- 
thers, did justice to his patriotic zeal and 
intrepidity. 

In 1778, he took the degree ol bat- 
cheitor cf arts, and applied himself to 
the study „rf the law, in the leisure 
moments whioh events left at his dispo- 
sal; however he engaged ina different 
career from that of the bar.

every obstacle. Their attack upon the enemy 
was so vigorous that he fled in every direction, 
leaving a great many of his killed and wouaded 
upon the feld. As soon as the troops were 
landed, I directed the schooners to take a positi 
ou nearthe Forts in order that the aitack upon 
them by the Amy & Navy might be simultane- 
aus. "The schooners were obi ed to beat up to 
their position, which they did in a very handsome 
order under a very heavy tire from the enemvy’s 
batteries, and took a position within about 690 
yards of their principal fort and opened a heavy 
cannonade upon the enemy, which did great exe- 
cution and very mach contributed to their tinal 
de-truction, The troops as soon as landed were 
formed under the immediate outers of Brig. Gen. 
Pike, woo led in a most gallant manner, the at- 
tack upon the Forts, and after having cayied two 
vedoul ts in their approach to the principal work 
(ihe cuemv having previously lud a train) blew 
up his magazine, which in its effects upon cur 
ticops was dreadful, having killed and weunded 
a great many and amongst the former, the ever 
tə be lamented Brig.

Genera 
Clay sent an express to the Command 
ing General, intorming bim of his op 
proach, and requesting orders.

i veg leave to acquaint you, for the 
information of the Right Honorable the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
that when I was ‘about to quit Sierre 
Leone river fer England, in H. M. shij“ 
under my command, on the 29 ch Jan 
Liout. Pascoe arrived there with the 
chief.part of the crew of His Majesty’s 
gun brig Daring, he having been oblig- 
ed to rua his vesscl on shore, and blow 
‘her up at Tamara (one of the Isles de 
Loss) in consequence of having been 
chased by a French frigate, in Co. with 
tWo other ships, apparently frigates ; he 
reported having lelt them at anchor eff 
the Islands on tne 27th. J immediately 
dispatched Lieutenant Pascoe in a smali 
achoouer ta reconnoi're the enemy {he 
having volunteered his services) and on 
the Sd Feb. he returned, having ascer- 
Qeined their force tobe 2 frigates of the 
largest class (L’Accthuse anc L' Ruhig) 
anda Purtuguese ship, their prize 5 (ue) 
had nearly completed their water—and, 
after ‘unloading the Portuguese skip, 
intended to give her up to the crew, aug 
Proceed themselves to sea to interceps 
our homeward beund trade.

It is wnh the most poignant regret 1 
have to mention the names of the senior 
aud second lieuts. John James Bates & 
John Pope, and licut, Grainger, of ma 
tines, among the slain; they tell eariy 
in the action. Having been more than 
five years in the ship. I have had ample 
opportunities of knowing their investi 
mable cha-acters, and the conseguen: 
loss the service has sustained by thei: 
falling. It is with equal concern I have 
to mention Lieutenant George Wills, 
the junior lieutenont. v ha fell while car 
rying on the duty on the quarter deck, 
when I had received a wound which ob- 
liged me to quit it ; and also that of the 
good and zealous officer, liceut, Pascoe, 
Jate of the Daring, who commanded the

so closely follow each other? How happens 
it that 4 or 5 American frigates should be 
able to get out of port, pounce upon their 
prey, and return agein to batbor without 
molestation. No human being will believe 
that this can be merely the effect of chance. 
Something must be wrong in the system 
which gives room for such a disgrace to th- 
British flag. a degradation of theBritivh uame, 
& the useless sacrifice of so many brave men 
nor can enquiry tske place teo svon inte the 
canses Which have led to such melanchol 
events. R u puerile to say that ships of the 
line ate now cutting down for the pnrpose of 
meeting the American frigates. We have 
surely ships of the lins enough, without wait.
